John H. Sheehan, 448 Dearborn street, whom 
Attorney Mulvihill styled an habitua) wo- 
lator of the law.“

One of the most valuable corners In the 
State street retail district, the southwest cor- 
ner of Adams street, has been acquired under 
long ferm lease by Louis Eckstein, as presi- 
dent of the Buck & Reyner chain of drug 
stores. The old four story brick building 
now on the corner will give way to a modern 
fireproof building, the upper floors to be de- 
signed for high class physicians and sur- 
goons. 

Details of the building have not yet been 
decided upon, as its constriction is not re- 
quired prior to 1015, but it will be of the full 
height allowed under the buliding ordinances 
and in its finish and appointments is expected 
to rank among the best buildings in the city. 


; Acquired in Two Parowa, 

The property known as the Starkweather 
holding wes acquired in two pleces, which 
combined give a frontage of 42 feet on State 
street and 101 feet on Adame street. 

The corner building. 22x80 feet, was leased 
by Mr. Starkweather to Frazin & Oppen- 
heim for ninety-nine years in 1908 at $17,000 
a year. This leasehold interest was sold sub- 
sequently to the Excelsior Shoe company 
and Grant Williams, from whom it was pur- 
chased by Mr. Eekstein. 

The L shaped piece surrounding thie and 
fronting 20 feet on State street and 21 feet on 
Adams street was practically acquired under 
lease by Mr. Eckstein last umme, but this 
was kept quiet pending the acquirement of 
the corner: lot which wae the key to the 
whole,

| Yogative | as regent of the United Kingdom 
and of every part of the British empire, save 
India, during the abeénce in that great ori- 
ental dependency of King George and Queen 
| Mery: in the closing we of the present 
‘year. 

‘More than ninety years have elapsed since 
any regency has existed in England, the last 
having been thet rendered necessary by the 
Insanity of George III., when his eldest son, 
the Prince of Wales, afterwards George IV., 
administered the various duties of sover- 
eignty in his stead. — 

George IV., like his unhappy father, never 
left his dominions, not even to visit his king- 
dom of Hanover, during his ten years of 
reign, although at one moment he intended 
Indeed, there is a record in the 
books of the privy council, under date of 
Sept. 17, 1821, to the effect that his majesty 
in council was this day pleased to declare 
his intention of going out of the kingdom for 
a short time,” whereupon the annexed draft 
of a blank commission for appointing guard- 
lans or justices for the administration of the 
government during his majesty’s absence was 
read at the board and approved. 

And his majesty was further pleased to de- 
clare and nominate the following persons to 
be the said guardians and justices—namely: 
the Duke of York (his brother), the arch- 
bishcp of Canterbury, the lord chancellor, 
the Duke of Wellington, and sundry other 
great officers of state. The appointments 
specified the powers to be exercised and were 
mace under the great seal, which obviated 
the necessity of obtaining the aesent of par- 
Hament. As King George changed his mind 
and did not go abroad, the appointments— 
that ip to say. the letters patent under the 
great seal—did not come into operation. 

tee — 
William IV. likewise refrained from leaving 
England during his seven years of occupancy 
of the throne, and when in 1845 the question 
was raised by. Lord Campbell in the house of 
lords as to whether it Was not necessary to 
appoint a ney during the then impend- 
ing fortnight visit of Queen Victoria to Ger- 
many, Lord High Chancellor Lyrdhurst re- 
plied, in the name of the government, that 
since a journey of twenty-fcur or at the 
most thirty-six hours could bring her maj- 
esty back the farthermost point of her 
projected itinerary, it had been decided that 
there was no necessity whatsoever to ap- 
point a commission of regency. 

Queen Victoria took advantage of this pro- 
nouncement on the part of the government of 
the day, which was indorsed by parliament, 
and in her later years extended her visits 
abroad, to the south of France, to Italy, to 
Austria, and to Prussia, while her son and 
successor, Edward VII., even went as king 
to Russia. to Portugal, to Greece, and to 
the three kingdoms of Scandinavia, without 
évoking any suggestion as to the necessity 
of the appointment of a regency. 

But with King George's intending to visit 
India. the ease is different. and there can 
be no analogy between a brief absence on 
the continent of Europe and a ‘prolonged 
absence such as a journey to Indian entails.

York over the first representation of the 
former’s opera in America is the sensation 
of the day here, and its definite solution is 
awaited with the keenest Interest. 

To follow t the phases of this incident 
it will be well that one should know the con- 
tents of the documents on which the trouble 
ie based. On Jan. 17. 1910. Mascagni, his 
publisher, Edoardo Sonzogno,,and Ralph 
Edmonds, representipg the Lieblers, eigned a 
contract by which Mascagni pledged himself 
to finish the opera, Ysobel,”” within the 
month of October last, with the right, how- 
ever, of postponing it until the end of Feb- 


ruary, 1911. ; 

The Lieblers hired the orchestration and 
the other materials of the new opera for a 
year from the first presentation for $20,000, 
of which $5,000 was paid on the signing of the 
contract, $10,000 on the delivery of the ma- 
terials, and $5,000 was to be handed over on 
the night * the general rehearsal. 


Engaged at $20,000 a Month. 

Mascagni was engaged as conductor at 
$20,000 a month for three months, receiving, 
however, $24,000, if he remained only one 
month, of which $5,000 was paid at the sign- 
ing of the contract and $10,000 when he was 
about to leave for America. Finally the 
contract established that if Mascagni wished 
to give concerts in America the Lieblers 
should have the preference as managers. 

In June, 1910, George C. Tyler, one of the 
firm of Ldebler & Co., being in Italy, made 
an agreement with Mascagni whereby the 
latter pledged himself to conduct sixteen 
concerts under the Liebler management, re- 
ceiving $10,000, and should the concerts num- 
ber more, $500 for each extra one. This 
agreement consisted simply of a letter to 
Mr. Tyler signed by Mascagni, at the foot 
of which is a note which runs. 

“TI accept the above. George C. Tyler, for 
Liebler & Co.“ 

After this the maestro frequently insisted 
that this letter should be replaced by a regu- 
lar contract, but Mr. Tyler answered that 
his signature was as valid on a letter as on 
a contract. Things dragged until Mascagni 
delivered his opera completed, before the end 
of October, when, some differences arose 
over the fact that contracts were made with 
the singers before the time Mascagni con- 
sidered necessary. No agreement was 
reached over the second soprano, who-should 
have substituted Miss Bessie Abott. 


Refused to Concede Point. 

Finally, the Lieblers desired that Yso- 
bel’’ should be given contemporaneously with 
Puccini’s ‘Girl of the Golden West,“ a pro- 
poeal which the composer of “‘ Cavalleria 
Rusticana absolutely refused to accede to, 
considering it an undignified competition. 
He, therefore, through,Mr. Edmonds, who 
was going back to New York, sent Mr. Tyler 
a eketch for a new contract regarding the 
concerts, in which he asked that half their 
Price, viz., $5,000, should be paid to him be- 
fore his departure for America, and con. 
tained a clause establishing that as Mas- 
cagni had delivered -the opera even before 
the time fixed. he was relieved by Liebler & 
Co. from any responsibility regarding the 
singers, the orchestra, and all the personnel 
engaged by the impresario.

KASSOKI, Punjab, I Dec. 15.—I have 


slept in a tent before eee bit. 
But this is camping out luxury. Everything 
is perfect except the weather. Weather is 
considered an impossible topic in India, be- 
cause it is foreordained and predestined 

You probably imagine that Indie, from 
cellar to garret, is red hot. The days are per- 
fect—clear, cloudless, not too warm. Nights, 
too, are Welicious, but too cold for comfort, or 
rather, cold enough for more blankets. There 
is a hole in the tent for a stove pipe, but Slat- 
tery did not think it cold enough for a stove, 
Thirty dgrees divide Britisn and American 
ideas as to what is cool comfort. Slattery 
says it is just right now. 

I think we Americans know nothing about 
camping out. I left my belongings scattered 
about in the police bungalow yesterday, 
thinking I would return in an hour or so. 
When we arrived last night; they were all 
here, and everything in its place. Slattery’s 
servants did all the packing, and, 

a couple of bullock carts into service, set o 
across country to theappointed place. When 
we arrived tea was ready. 

Graft In India. 

Beautiful fllustration this morning of what 
has been called the three Ps—pay, pension 
and pickings. Pickings is the unearned in- 
crement. We call it graft, but have carried 
the divisioii of labor to a point where it be- 
comes a specialty. A local headman wanted 
to see Slattery Sehib. With beautiful humil- 
ity he approached the tent. but was shoced 
off by the kitmudghar (waiter), “What is 
the matter?

by shebves neatly piled with muslms and 
sheetings, and at the back end of the store 
a big iron stove, red hot, about which the 
wisebeards of the village sit far into the 
night, often until 9 o'clock, while they spit 
tobacco juice under the stove.

The combined stock of these three mer- 
chants, in a village of 500, was worth cer- 
tainly not more than $40. India has been 
called an empire of paupers. Simple wants 
is nearer the truth.

Best Screw Driver. 


The ordinary screw driver has been in 
use for so long and is so conventionalized 
that it would seem presumptious to suggest 
any changes. A writer in an English me- 
chanica) journal recently expressed his sur- 
prise, however, at the number of inefficient 
screw drivers in use. He claims that no 
guch implement should be shaped down to 
an edge like a chisel, but should be squared 
and blunt. The edged tool requires a 
stronger. twist. and cuts more screw heads 
than it it worth. The driver should be just 
large enough to fit the groove closely, for 
tests have shown that a driver which is a 
fraction too small for the groove requires 

almost double the force to turn the screw.

Retinaing Copper Articles. 


Retinning copper articles may be made 


@ simple or x rather complicated process. 
A simple method is the following: Scour 
the article thoroughly, wash, and dry. Then 
heat it sufficiently to melt pure strip tin 
when brought in contact with it. Rub the 
tin over the hot surface and spread smoothly 
with a tump of tow. Here is something a 
little more elaborate: Boil the copper piece 
in a water solution of soda to remove all 
grease. Then soak it in a pickle of di- 
luted spirits ‘of salts—say a pint ot killed 
spirits. to three pints of water—remove and 
wipe dry with a el cloth. Heat the 
article over a gas. fis Or a coke fire, then 
with a pad of tow wipe the tin over the sur- 
face. | BR.

Convenience for Stablemen. 

Stable men who are troubled with kick- 
ing horses, and have trouble getting into 
the stalls of vicious horses will find their 
troubles simplified by putting a small sliding 
door in the side of the stall near the horse's 
head, which they can slip back so that they 
do not have to face the beast’s heels. In 
this way a horse can be harnéssed and 
backed out without danger unless hig ac- 
complishments include biting and cutting 
with the fore feet.

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Helps in Soldering. 

A neat bit of soldering sometimes can be 
done with a. sheet of tin foll when the parts 
to be joined fit well. After treating the | 
edges with a good flux, clamp the parts firm- 
ly together with the tin foil between and heat 
thoroughly in a Bunsen burner. The heat 
must be so applied that the foll ls entirely 
melted, and then care must be taken to haye 
it cooled and crystallized, before the clamps 
are removed... 

To do the best wor in. goldering it is, of 
course, necessary to de away, with all cor- 
rosions and metallic oxides before applying 
a flux. The usual ‘fluxes for soft: soldering 
are resin, sal ammoniac, muriatic acid, and ) 
hydrochloric acid. „For the work which 
machinista have to do in occasional solder- 


ing of fron, steel, brass, and copper the beat | 


flux is zinc chloride. Use the chemist’s zing 
chloride, which comes in anhydrous crystals 
and dissolve it in alcohol, add @ little gly- 
cerin to make it adhesive, and apply to the 
parts before-soldering. The alcohol in the 
preparation lights when applied to the metal 
if the surface is hot enough, and in this way 
serves to indicate whether or not it has been 
fired sufficiently.

How to Cook Nice. 


If you want to know the right way to cook 
rice read ‘how an old creole mammy taught 
me. After you have learnéd to cook rice you 
will them de able to utilise and serve it fn 
many different ways. Your household wil) 
Uke it and you will serve, it often, instead 
of bread, ,with an gravies, especially the 
brown met gravies, and with peas and 
beans. I with gravy, it will take the 
place of potatoes, and is much easier to pre- 
pare, easier to digest, and four times as nutri- 
tious, It should be served dry, steaming hot, 
not mushy, and every grain separate. One 
cupful of rice well washed, three cupfule of 
boiling water, one scant teagpoonfulef salt, 
and «a nful of lard. Wash rice 
through at least six waters, or until all 
cloudiness is removed. Drain thoroughly. 
Bring to the boiling point three brimtul 
eupfuls of water, add the salt and the tiny 
bit of jard, .When the water is boiling briskly - 
add the rice gradually, so as not to stop 
boiling. Don't tir. The grains should 
kept moving .by the boiling water. It will 
take about fifteen minutes for the rice fully to 
absorb the water. During this time keep the 
cover on, but slightly pushed to one side. 


At the end of the‘fifteen minutes the grains | 


should be soft, not the least gritty. Remove 
the cover and at the same heat let dry out 
for five minutes. If cooking on a gas stove, 
at the end ot the five minutes lower the gas 
and let the drying out process’ continue for 
twenty to thirty minutes longer. If cooking 


on a wood or coal stove, at the end of five | 


minutes place the cooked rice on the back 
of the stove or in the oven to dry out. By 
cooking rice in this manner every bit of nutri- | 
ment is retained at a minimum cost of effort. 
Dach grain will be ‘puffed to almost three 
times the size of the uncooked grain. Always 
cook rice with a lid over the flame. On gas 
stoves, an asbestos lid ‘is recommended. 
Never stir rice while cooking. A sharp knife 
passed around the side of the pot after the 
drying process starts is recommended. If 
lard is objected to it may be omitted; it is sup- 
posed to lessen the danger of burning, to 
prevent the water boiling over, and lends a 
briliiancy to the cooked rice. The above may 
not be the best suggestion you receive, but 
in case it is I should be fortunate, 
Mas.

To 
remedy: Open trap. located about: two feet 
below the sink drain: sée thet it (the trap) 
is perfectly ddenr of all deposits; clean sink / 
thoroughly, and eee the trap. . Have ready 
about two gallons of boiling water, in which 
has been dissolved two. pounds of common 
sal-soda (an be purchased at any: grocery 
store). Pour the solution down the 
drain pipe. until full to level of the sink, cover 
drain with sink stopper or cloth to retain as 
much heat as possible, and leave for an hour 
or longer to eat its way dowh. As soon as it 
works away add more of the boiling solution 
and keep working in this manner until the 
drain pipe is clear. It will take a little tima, 
but will save a plumber’s bill and much in- 


convenience. Try it.

Probably the most complete insight into 
the magnitude of building operations In this 
country has just been compiled from official 
reports from seventy-three cities for 1910 
to Construction News. It showe that per- 
mits were taken out in these cities for the 
construction of 216,011 buildings, involving 
a total estimated cost of $741,831,552 in 1910, 
against 212,210 buildings involving an aggre- 
gate investment of $788,221,420 for 1900, an 
increage for the year just closed of 3,801 in 
the number of permits and a decrease of 
$41,380,868 in cost of 5 per cent. There were 
gains in thirty-four cities and decreases ip 
thirty-nine.

Reduction in Crude Rubber. 


“A re favorable price on crude rubber 
been the means of a marked reduction in 
thé price of automobile tires, which was 
effective the first of this month,” says Claude 
Platt of the local Fisk branch. While it 
Is only conjectured, it is believed that prices 
are now established for the greater part of 
this year. Of course, no one is in a position 
to determine this in an emphatic way, as the 
price of rubber, like all other commodities, 
ts regulated by the law of supply and de, 
mand. 

An erroneous 1 has prevailed 
among a large number of consumers to the 
effect that prices the last six months were 
upheld by tire manufacturers in order to 
enhance their profits. 

“This is entirely wrong, as the high cost 
of crude rubber during the greater part of 
1910 made the price of tires correspondingly 
high, and even then the tire manufacturer 
did not ask the price for his product that 
was consistent with the price of crude. In
